ANNO TRJGESIMO SEPTIMU. 

The Corporation of the City of Victoria By-P-aw 
defining the Wards of the City of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
ber at Councillors to represent each Ward, 
41 For the Regulation of Municipal Elections" 
and other purposes. 

Ec it enacted by the Mayor nnd Council of the Corporation of tho 

City of Victoria as follows : 

1. The City shall bo divided into three Wards, namely, the John- 
son Street Ward, the Yates Street "Ward, and the James Bay Ward. 

(a) The Johnson Street Ward shall include all that tract of land ly- 
inq between, the Northern Boundary Line of the Corporation and 
n line running along the centre of Johnson Street from the Ferry 
easterly, and a straight continuation of such lino to the Eastern 
boundary line of the Corporation, district section No. 74, and 
thence in a straight lino to the City boundary stone, on the Cad- 
boro Bay Boad at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(1>) The Yates Street Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern boundary line of the Johnson Street Ward 
and a line commencing at tho western extremity of Fort street, and 
running theneo eastwardly along the centre of Fort street and the 
Cadboro Bay road to tho City boundary stone at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(e) The James Bay Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern boundary line of the Yates Street Ward ou 
the one side, and the southern boundary line of tho Corporation on 
the other side. 

'2. At tho next election of Councillors and thenceforth there shall 
be two Municipal Councillors in Johnson Street Ward; three in 
Yutes Street Ward ; and two in James Bay Ward; elected iu man- 
ner provided by law. 

ii. This Bylaw may be cited for all purposes as "Tho Municipal 
Eleciioiis Eegulations Bylaw, 1873."

Another Manitoba Excite- 
ment. 

Coucioved in rebelliou and brought 
fortkin blood, tho littlo Provinco of 
Manitoba, is nover long without sonic 
excitement or other. This time the 
arrest and trial of Lnpiiio.one of Louis 
Kiel's associates or colleagues in tho 
Bannitti Government of 18(59-70 has 
Bat tho provincial pot a boiling. Tho 
man Lapine was arrested last month 
and put on trial for boing concerned 
in tho murder of Scott, Louis liiel 
thereupon issued an indignant protest, 
and a largo and seemingly influential 
deputation waited upon the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, to protest against the 
proceedings. Among those on the de- 
putation were: Rev. Pierre Richot, 
Abbe Borget, Hon. Mr. Dubuc, Hon. 
A. G. B. Rannatyne.Mr. Cunningham, 
M. P,, Mr. Maximo Lepine, Hon. Mr. 
Girard, Mr. Pierre DcLormc, Mr. 
Pierre Loveille, Mr. Chas, Nolin. The 
chief sj)eakers were Hon. Mr. Girard, P. 
Cunningham, M. P.,andPather Richot. 
They put the matter in a strong liglit, 
especially Mr. Cunningham, who, in the 
course of his remarks said: — 
"It may not bo known officially to Your 
Excellency, but I assert it, anil assort it 
fearless of contradiction, that whom this 
country was plunged into difficulties 
through tho alone fault of tho Govern- 
ment at Ottawa, and when good men, 
such as Archbishop Taeho and Father 
Itichot, were doing their ntmostto restore 
peace and tranquility to the country, but 
at the same time guarding to tho utmost 
of their power tho rights of the people, it 
was faithfully promised, solemnly pro- 
mised, Dot only by tho Government at 
Ottawa, but by tho English Government 
through their representatives that all that 
occurred during tho troubles of 1809-70 
would bo indemnified. And what do we 
tlnd now? We find tho promises solemnly 
made broken, and the faith of Govern- 
ments forfeited. Wo find ono man ar- 
rested and another being hunted down 
like a wolf, iu the very faoo of indemnity 
being granted — the men who stood fore- 
most in protecting and standing out for 
tho rights of tho people of this country 
•when they were helpless." In replying, 
Governor Morris said ho could not inter- 
fere. It was out of his province. 
Thoro were judges charged with the 
ad ministration of tho law, and magis- 
trates had been appointed with thepower 
of issuing warrant:. When these war- 
rants bad once been issued n certain legal 
course hud to be followed, and with 
that course ho, the Governor, had 
neither the power nor tho inclination 
to interfere. The "Statutes of Canada," 
Governor Morrisadded, "expressly gave 
jurisdiction to tho Courts (of Manitoba) 
over offences committed before the 
transfer of the country, though those 
offences had to be tried by tho laws 
then in force." As far as tho alleged 
promise of amnesty was concerned, Mr. 
Martin said be had nothing to do— that 
must bo settled between those who claim- 
ed the amnesty and the Dominion Govern- 
ment; while ho affirmed that no power 
but that of tho Queen alone could declare 
such an amnesty. Ho could as Governor 
take no cognizance of such u claim, but 
would forward their statement to tho au- 
thorities at Ottawa. In so far as the 
Lieutenant-Governor is concerned, there 
can bo no question whatever as to the 
correctness of tho position he has taken. 
Wo frankly confess that we cannot share 
the sympathy and admiration manifested 
by Mr. Cunningham for what wns not in- 
aptly called the Banditti Government, 
even by the political party with whom Mr. 
Cunningham's sympathies would appear 
now to run; and it will be interesting' to 
see what position the Ontario Grits will 
take hi relation to the Scott murder, res- 
pecting which they raised such a hypo- 
critical howl, a year ago. But, at tho same 
time, the assertion that a general amnesty 
was promised has been made in such a 
way as to reader investigation very desir- 
able; and if it should appear that such a 
promise was made we presume there 
could bo but one opinion as to tho pro- 
priety of keeping faith even with the 
"Banditti."

MINISTRY CONSIDERED SAFE!

Ottawa, Oct. 24. 

The Dominion Parliament opened yes- 
terday with great display. 

The Speech from the, Throne announ- 
ced cancellation of the Allan contract; 
promises .1 Bill enabling Government to 
build the Pacific Railway; announces 
that the Report of the Royal Commission 
■will bo submitted to Parliament; promi- 
ses a Bill amending the Representation; a 
Bill establishing a Supreme Court of Ap- 
peal for the Dominion; an Insolvent Act 
for the Dominion ; a Board of Agriculture 
for the Dominion; pronounces tlio finan- 
cial position and prospects highly satis- 
factory and the country generally in a 
prosperous condition. 

The- House adjourned till Monday. 

The Ministry are considered safe. 

Louis Kiel's whereabouts is unknown. 

Dewdney, Nathan and Thompson ar- 
rived.

During tho scone in which \yilliam takes 
the last farewell of his shipmates, his 
poor wife and lastly of his officers, there 
was scarcely a dry eye in the audience. 
Tho interlude was well received by tho 
audience, all the songs being vociferously 
encored, especially Mrs. Fulford's olio of 
songs, Miss Annie Pixley's Dutch charac- 
ter song and tho comic songs of Lucy 
Pixley. The performance concluded with 
"The" Quiet Family," and the audience 
separated after having spent a very plea- 
sant evening. 

Educational. — J. Jessop, Escir, Su- 
perintendent of Education, returned yes- 
terday from an official tour on the east 
coast.

Charge of Robbery. 

A charge possessing more than passing 
interest was partly heard yesterday by tho

instead of Room No. 7. No. 11 was oc- 
cupied by Thomas II.

Godfrey Backert, tho watchman, cor- 
roborated Coulter's evidence as to his be- 
ing in Far roll's bed, thou leaving the 
house together, and afterwards sleeping 
in tho samo bed; and added that tho pri- 
soner was so drunk that ho could scarce- 
ly walk up stairs. 

Peter Quintell, who occupied room No. 
12, heard tho row in No. 11. Afterwards 
heard money rattling and heard the pro- 
secutor ask Farrell to give him a receipt 
in his book. All was then quiet. 

W. Husou, of Alert Bay. and F. C. 
Mai shall corroborated, in tho main, the 
evidence of previous witnesses. 

Mr. Davie, who appeared for tho de- 
fence, asked for tho discharge of the pri- 
soner on tho ground that ho was a bailee 
of the property, and not being bound to 
return tho specific coins received could 
not bejtreated as a fraudulent bailee un- 
der the 20 and 21 Vict. 0. 54.

Judging from the tone of his letter, he 
is trying to inculcate a spirit of dissatis- 
faction in the minda of the nativo tribes, 
rat her than that of peace and contentment 
which should be his aim, and especially 
tho Nicola Valley portion of tho race. 
Rut when wo consider that ho has uulj 
visited tho Valley once in a little over two 
years, is it any wonder ho should stray so 
far from the truth V 

"lis true the Nicola Indians possessed 
one of the finest valleys in British Colum- 
bia, which they had occupied unmolested 
for about thirty years. There aro two por- 
tions of tribes here, each undor its subor- 
dinate child' (the tyheo being at Lyttou). 
One of these are in the upper portion of 
the Valley and belong to tho Catholic 
Mission; the others are iu the middle or 
rath or toward the lower part of the Val- 
ley, and aro under Mr. Good's jurisdio 
tion. They aro all Nicola Valley Indians 
nevertheless, and are counted as one 
tribe when lie speaks of their number; 
but in speaking of the amount of land 
they possess, he only mentions one re- 
serve of 060 acres, when tho truth is there 
are throe in the valley, one for the upper 
tribe, and one near the centre for thai 
tribe, and a fishorv roserve on the bank of 
the lake for the use of both parties. 

They wore allowed to make their choice 
of thojlands before, white settlors came in; 
consequently they selected tho very best 
and most public portions of tho Valley, 
with excellent (natural) meadows, pas- 
turages, tillable land, abundance of wa- 
ter) for irrigating or other necessities, in- 
stead of being compelled without any 
ohoice whatever being allowed them to 
live on an arid dosort, as Mr. Good would 
fain have you believe. Tho upper por- 
tion of tho tribe are far more industrious 
than those in tho lower part of the valley. 
Some of them raise grain, etc., and are 
well contented, seldom making a com- 
plaint, but seem to think they aro well 
provided for, while on tho other baud, 
those under Mr, Good (like himself) aro 
id ways on the growl, especially after they 
have visited, or received a visit from thoir 
tillicams; they have only about half their 
land fenced, raise no crop to speak of, ex- 
cept a few potatoes, certainly not twentv 
acres all told. 

As for their old settlements, abodes, 
homesites, etc., having to bo abandoned 
—if the reader has ever visited an Indian 
camp, where the houses aro tents made of 
sticks about as largo as a man's wrist, 
tied together at the top, and tho other 
ends set on tho ground at an anglo of 45 ° 
and covered with a matting inado of 
reeds, skins, or (possibly but very rare- 
ly) dirt, all huddled together as closely 
as convenient, and a new building sito to 
be selected two or three times a year, he 
has a correct idea of tho old homesites, 
abodes etc., in Mr. Good's article. Not a 
house of any description except those I 
liave*m?ntionod h is ever b.'on built, or if 
there over was any built, they havo long 
ago mouldered away into forgotten dust. 
The ono glaring instance, he would espe- 
cially call the reader's attention to— I 
make bold to say, there were never thirty 
acres of clearing and fencing done by any 
Indian in this valley, and tho little 
patches of an aero or two in a place, that 
they had fenced, when they occurred on 
a pre-emption claim, they were allowed 
to take offtheir crop, and generally re- 
ceived pay far their improvements, when 
they were worth anything. Yours very 
truly, Nicola.
